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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Segal et al. U.S. Patent 6,765,557. 

Regarding claims 1, 4 and 6, Segal et al. teaches a method for remote control 
of electronic products suing a portable terminal (abstract), which comprising the steps 
of: 

Performing a remote control functions of the electronic products in a remote 
control mode (paragraph bridging columns 4-5); 

When communication is tried during the remote control mode, terminating the 
remote control mode and displaying the communication standby state to provide a 
communication service upon user's selection (paragraph bridging columns 6-7 and 
figures 4-5; figures 4 and 5 show that the remote control can perform controlling 
functions such as controlling a VCR, and said remote control can also perform 
communication such as write/read email messages); and 

When the communication ends, returning to the remote control mode (paragraph 
bridging columns 6-7). 
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Even though, Segal et al. does not specifically disclose terminating the control 
mode, however, the "Select" button on figure 4 implies the terminating process taking 
place upon user's selection. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide termination of the remote control mode and displaying 
the communication standby state, to the remote control method disclosed by Segal et 
al., to provide a communication service upon user's selection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Regarding claim 2, the prior arts of record fail to teach or disclose a method for 
remote control of electronic products using a portable terminal as claimed in claim 1, 
which further includes displaying kinds of electronic products controllable by a remote 
controller; when at least one kind of the displayed electronic products is selected, 
displaying the manufacturers of the selected electronic product; when at least one of the 
displayed manufacturers is selected, displaying the selected electronic product and 
manufacturer and setting a remote control mode suitable for said selected electronic 
product; performing a remote control function in the remote control mode; and 
terminating the remote control mode to terminate the remote control function.

4. Claim 5 is allowed. 

Regarding claim 5, the prior arts of record fail to teach or disclose a method for 
performing a remote control function in a portable terminal comprising the steps of 
displaying kinds of electronic products controllable by a remote controller; displaying the 
manufacturers of the electronic products; selecting at least one kind of the displayed 
electronic products and at least one of the displayed manufacturers; setting a remote 
control mode suitable for the selected electronic product of the selected manufacturer; 
performing a remote control function in the remote control mode; and terminating the 
remote control to temiinate the remote control function.
